WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
The Administration laid down spe- 
cific rules and policies today giv- 
ing the Government fact-finding 
boards broad authority to recom- 
mend wage increases which may 


‘or may not result in price in- 


creases. 

At the same time, the boards 
were cautioned that in propos- 
ing any wage increases, any in- 
dividual fact-finding panel must 
“satisfy itself’ that employers 
could or could not absorb the ad- 
ditional cost at prevailing prices. 

In reaching its decision, the 


“panel must necessarily inquire 
into the issue of the employer's 
ability to pay,” the fact-finders 
were told. However, the policy 
statement pointed out, “ability to 
pay is a limitation on and does 
not necessarily constitute a meas- 
ure of the amount of fair in- 
crease.” 
Oil Board Takes Receés. 

Shortly after the statement was 
issued by. Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach, the oil wage fact- 
finding board announced its ad- 
journment until Jan. 7 at the re- 
quest of several of the oil com- 
panies involved, 

Thet recess was taken to allow 
the companies and the CIO Oil 
Workers Union to resume collec- 
tive bargaining, on a plant-by- 
plant basis, over the 30 per cent 
wage increase demanded by the 
union. Attorneys for Socony-Va- 
cuum, Standard Oil of Ohio and 
the Atlantic Refming Co. said they 
would use the time to bargain 
with the union and that in some 
cases the negotiations already 
were under way. 

Although the Schwellenbach 
fact-finding rules and policies 
were given direct to the oil board, 
they were considered a blueprint 
for all federal fact finding. 

On that basis, they would apply 
to th epresidentially appointed 
boards in the General Motors 
strike and steel wage disputes. 

Exact Scope Not Defined. 

Official interpretations of the 
exact scope of the fact-finding au- 
thority were not available. How- 
ever, the panels were given spe-

Five employes of the Western 
Cartridge Co. are dead and seven 
are seriously ill in hospitals after 
having apparently drunk poison- 
ous alcohol early this week at the 
company’s powder division plant 
in East Alton. Five others were 
treated at hospitals and éent 
home. 

The series of deaths began 
Wednesday. The second death oc- 
curred yesterday, Company of- 
ficials and police then began an 
effort to reach all of the 250 em- 
ployés of the powder division and 
advise them to seek treatment if 
they had drunk any of the alcohol 
which was reported to have been 


passed around among the workers 
on Tuesday. 

From reports obtained in the

LEFT OF CENTER 
N LABOR ISSUES 


Press Conference 
Earnings Are Relevant 
Question, Urges Senate 


Version of ‘Full Em- 
ployment’ Bill.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21—Presi- 
dent Truman is getting tough on 
the labor situation, with his own 
fighting position definitely to the 
left of center. 


At his press conference late yes- 
terday he issued two formal state- 
ments, the first asserting that it 
is essential that his fact-finding 
commissions have authority to ex- 
amine the books of an employer 
in a wage dispute, and the second 
calling on the Senate and House 
conferees on the “full employ- 
ment” bill to accept the Senate 
version instead of the House’s less 
specific “high level employment” 
proposal. 

In his informal comments, the 
President at first was emphatic 
that the fact-finding commissions 
should also have power to examine 
a union’s books, but later said 
that this power should be used 
only if the union’s finances were 
relevant to the dispute. 

He was emphatic in stating that 
he would not accept the House 
version of the “full employment” 
bill, 

General Motors Balky. 

President Truman acted quickly 
in making his statement on fact- 
finding commissions. Only a few 
hours earlier, Walter G. Merritt, 
a New York labor lawyer repre- 
senting General Motors, had told 
the General Motors-United Auto 
Workers dispute panel that the 
company would withdraw from 
the hearing if profits and prices 
were considered by the three-man 
board, 

Informed by a reporter of Mer- 
ritt’s threat, the President said 
thoughtfully that he was sorry to 
hear that and he hoped the com- 
pany would reconsider. Asked 
what he could do if General 
Motors walked out of the fact- 
finding hearing, he replied gravely 
that he hoped the company would 
not take that attitude; it would 
not be helpful. 

Merritt “told the fact-finding 
board that General Motors was 
“not pleading poverty or inability 
to pay.” 

Issue of Earnings Relevant. 

The statement, which the Presi- 
dent read to the conference, de- 
clared that the board’s authority 
to examine a company’s books, 
whenever the board deemed it nec- 
essary, was “essential to enable 
the board to determine the ability 
of the employer to pay an increase 
in wages when such ability is in 
question.” “Ability to pay is 
always one of the facts relevant to 
the issue of an increase in wages,” 
he added. 


“This does not. mean that the 
its fact-finding 
board is going to endeavor to fix 
a rate of return for the employer. 
It does mean, however, that since 
wages are paid out of earnings, 
the question of earnings is rel- 
evant,” the statement continued. 
“The detailed information ob- 
tained from the books of an em- 
ployer should not be made public. 
Such a disclosure would place the 
employer at a disadvantage with 
respect to his competitors. But 
the fact-finding board should un-

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Winter Begins Officially Tonight, 
But St. Louis Rushed the Season 


Winter will begin officially at 
11:04 p.m. today, but St. Louisans, 
after struggling through icy blasts 
for the last 12 days, were willing 
to string along with the Weather 
Bureau, which takes the view that 
winter really begins on Dec. 1. 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren, moreover, could promise little 
in the way of moderation, with 
more snow forecast for late to- 
night and early tomorrow and a 
new cold wave, accompanied by 
increasing winds, tomorrow night. 
The thermometer will drop _ to 
about 5 degrees above zero Sun- 
day morning. 

Today, shortest day of the year, 
will have a few seconds less day- 
light than yesterday, Wahlgren 
‘said. As the winter solstice . be- 
gins, the sun will be directly over 
the Tropic of Capricorn, 23% de- 
grees’ south of the Equator. 

The mercury crept just above 
the freezing point yesterday, to 
\ 1329 degrees at 2:30 p.m. {This 


meant that the spell of freezing 
weather fell about 30 minutes 
short of equaling the 1917 record 
of 11 straight days of sub-freezing 
temperatures in December. The 
current cold period started at 
3 p.m., Dec. 9. 

The mean temperature for the 
first 20 days of this month has been 
28.2 degrees, three degrees lower 
than even the January normal. A 
continuance of cold weather for 
the rest of the month would make 
this the coldest -December since 
1917, when the mean temperature 
was 26.8 degrees. The coldest De- 
cember on record is that of 1872, 
with 23.3 degrees; the warmest, 
1889, with a mean of 49.8. 

Sub-zero temperatures still pre- 
vailed in parts of the northern 
plains and northeastern states. 
The weather continued chilly also 
in the southern states, with tem- 
peratures of near freezing or be- 
low in widely scattered areas ex- 
cept in Florida and Texas.

DIFFICULTY HERE 
IN FINDING JOBS 
AT “LIVING WAGE 


76 Per Cent of Places 
Open Pay $25 to $35 a 
Week — Few Offerings 
for Skilled Men at 
Higher Rates. 


Veterans seeking jobs through 
the United States Employment 
Service are having difficulty in 
finding work that pays what they 
contend is a living wage, a survey 
by the Post-Dispatch disclosed to- 
day. 

Seventy-six per cent of the 1952 
job opportunities listed by the vet- 
erans’ employment division of the 
USES pay wages of only $25 to 
$35 a week, W. K. Shafer, chief 
of the division, said. 

Yearly incomes from such jobs 
—all in the unskilled, semi-skilled 
and service industry odassifica- 
tions—range from $1250 to $1820, 
as compared to the $1950 annual 
income which the Labor Depart- 
ment says is necessary for the av- 
erage city family of three to live 
“very modestly.” 

Average Wage Rates. 

A breakdown of unfilled jobs re- 
veals the folloWing percentages, 
with the average wage rate in the 
various classifications, according 
to Shafer: Unskilled, 49 per cent, 
65 to 75 cents an hour; semi- 
skilled, 19 per cent, 75 cents to $1 
an hour; service jobs, 8 per cent, 
$100 to $135 a month; skilled, 19 
per cent, $1.15 to $1.35 an hour;

Swashbuckling Tank Ex- 
pert Became a Legend 


by Feats on Three

NUERNBERG, Dec. 21 (By Ra- 
dio) — Though possibly unfitted 
for service as a commander-in- 
chief like Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
Gen. George S. Patton Jr. will be 
remembered in history as a cavalry 
leader in the grand American tra- 
dition of Sheridan, Stuart and 
Forrest. 

His terrific raid from Avranches 
to the Seine during September 
1944 will rank as one of the most 
dramatic exploits in modern war- 
fare. He was uncompromising in 
the belief that tanks should be 
employed as cavalry instead of mo- 
bile artillery, which was the Ger- 
man theory. 

Therefore, in the face of out- 
cries both at the front and at 
home, he firmly championed the 
Sherman medium tank against the 
Nazi Panther with its heavier 
armor and gun. He agreed that 
any Sherman was doomed which 
tried to slug it out face to face 
with a Panther, but he argued 
that this was just what the Sher- 
man, with its superior speed was 
not supposed to do. 

Having ridden often through 
Germany in spearheads of ar- 
mored divisions, notably’ the 
Fourth and Sixth, I can offer first- 
hand testimony to the effective- 
ness of Patton’s tactics. Carefully 
avoided were all strong points 
such as large cities, road blocks 
and gun emplacements. Instead, 
the spearheads ran here and there, 
often across country and along 
obscure rural lanes probing for 
weak spots in the enemy defense. 

Demoralized Enemy. 

The columns rushed on and van- 
ished, leaving no trace except scars 
of their treads in the asphalt road- 
ways. But the demoralization left 
in their wake must have been 
seen to be credited. 

It is true that German divisions 
frequently poured back into the 
furrow plowed by the tanks, but 
little fight.was left in them. From 
that moment they were virtually 
out of the war. The civilian popu- 
lation was utterly cowed and 
houses for miles around blossomed 
out with white flags. 

It was Patton’s custom to drop 
in at the Third Army press camp 
every Friday afternoon or so and 


TON JR., warrior for more 

than 30 years, poet with the 
tongue of a muleskinner, elegant 
disciplinarian of the “spit-and- 
polish” school, was a legend long 
before his spectacular job was 
done in Europe. 


His job was war and he did it 
with a skill that often amazed his 
colleagues. As a diplomat, the 
hell-for-leather cavalryman who 
brought tank warfare to a peak 
df perfection failed completely, He 
was constantly in hot water. 

The story of Patton in World 
War II is the story of a lightning 
series of Allied victories from 
Africa through France and Ger- 
many to Austria and Czechoslo- 
vakia. / 

The Patton legend flowered in 
the African campaign, when the 
roaring, cussing tankman, two 
pearl-handled six-shooters swing- 
ing from his hips, led American 
forces in the conquest of Tunisia. 


Never Shirked Danger. 


To Patton, danger was the priv- 
ilege of an officer and he was 
constantly at the front. 

His doctrine was: “We shall at- 
tack and attack until we are ex- 
hausted and then we shall attack 
again.” 

He carried out this doctrine 
with spectacular success in Eu- 
rope, when his Third Army was 
born after the invasion. He led 
the Third across the Seine, the 
Loire, the Moselle, the Saar, the 
Rhine, the Danube and a score 
of lesser rivers. His men stormed 
the Siegfried line, took Metz, Cob- 
lenz, Trier, Frankfurt and count- 
less other cities. They alone lib- 
erated or conquered 80,000 square 
miles of territory. They fought 
in France, Belgium, Luxembourg, 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and Aus- 
tria. They captured more than 
750,000 Nazi soldiers and killed or 
wounded at least 500,000 others. 
Had Narrow Escapes. 
Patton himself narrowly missed 
being a casualty on a number of 
occasions. Once, when a huge 
railway gun was being employed 
by the Germans, a 700-pound shell 
landed within eight feet of him. 
It was a dud, 
On another occasion a German 
11-inch shel] landed 30 yards from 
a house in which Patton had 
taken shelter. The windows of the 
house were knocked out and a 
guard was injured, but Patton was 
unscathed. 
Once Patton’s little command 
plane was,nicked by the bullets 
of a German craft, but Patton 
escaped then, too. 
Patton’s legend was built upon 
incidents like these: 
The Third Army was about to 
cross the icy Sure river in Ger- 
many, into a hail of enemy gun

His oral style was curious. He 
was inclined to pride himself on | 
being a writer and even poet and 
his vocabulary had a strong flavor 
of the literary and classic, It was 
copiously sprinkled, however, with 
terms of startling bawdiness and 
blasphemy, but these were 80 
spontaneous and profuse as to. 
have an air almost of innocence. 

He was an impressive and even 
spectacular figure of a soldier— 
tall and erect with powerful heavy 
shoulders and a scholar’s massive 
skull. 

What I always noticed with as- 
tonishment were his hands, tiny 
for his stature and almost femi- 
nine. In youth, he had been a 
notable fencer. As one watched 
them resting quietly on his knees 
the thought came of how strange 
it was that hands so diminutive 
could hurl such mighty thunder- 
bolts. 

Needed No Press Agent. 

The public relations officer of 
the Third Army was Lt. Col. Kent 
Funter, a New York newspaper- 
man and a veteran of World 
War I. Patton was the last man 
on earth to require a press agent. 
His colorful personality and ex- 
ploits made their own news. As a | 
matter of fact, Hunter was there | 
to keep the General out of the| 
news or at least to prevent him 
from talking. 

For many months the Colonel 
rode herd on the commander’s un- 
ruly tongue with such effect that 
not a single gaffe was permitted 
to escape him. But Hunter, like 
many civilians in the Army, was 
more military than any West 
Pointer. He fell out of favor with 
the correspondents who drew up 
and signed a minute accusing him 
of being “unco-operative.” He was 
promptly sent home with a Bronze 
Star for consolation. 

After that a series of tactless re- 
marks from Gen. Patton began to 
appear in the press, culminating 
in his removal from the Third 
Army command. 

Friendly With Press. | 

The general's relations with the | 
correspondents attached to his 
Army were friendly, easy and in- 
formal. Once he told them he 
would be proud to have them wear 
the Third Army shoulder patch. 
When I was presented to him, he 
recalled having met me some 
years before at Fort Benning 
when he was a lieutenant colonel 
and where he had directed an 
imposing tank maneuver. 

On one occasion he summoned 
the entire corps before him and) 
dressed them down in no uncer- 
tain terms. Before the break- 
through at St. Lo, we were called 
together and pledged not to repeat 
a syllable of what we heard in 
the room in which we stood. Then | 
we were briefed in detail on the.

Word of this conference leaked 
out to the correspondents’ camp)

Once during the North African 
campaign he ordered a visiting 
major general to “get to the top 
of the hill so you can get shot at 
a bit.” ! 

His own tank in the African 
campaign had a yellow-striped 
turret with two meta] flags in 
front—one the corps insigne, the 
other his major general's two 
stars. Patton would sit in the 
turret, head and shoulders pro- 
truding, scanning operations. On 
his head was a shock helmet-gnot 
G.I., but one of his own design. 

Liked Fancy Clothing. 

Patton’s pomp made him the 
awe of native populations. Be- 
sides the pearl-handled pistols, he 
often wore a leather-encased, 
needle-pointed French sword. He 
was garbed in fancy-cut riding 
breeches and puttees much of the 


‘time and wore a shiny .helmet. 


Known as a lover of sartorial 
elegance himself, even in the field. 
he was the bane of those who 
were careless in such matters. In- 


fantrymen who knew him as “Old 
Blood and Guts,” 


“The Green 
Hornet,” “Georgeous George,” or 
just plain “Georgie,” were well 
aware of the sharpness of his 
tongue. Said one of them, just 
fresh from the sound of Patton's 
high-pitched voice: 

“Man, you haven't lived until 
you’ve been cussed by Old Blood 
and Guts.” 

Once in the heat of battle a 
young lieutenant was informed 
there was a message for him from 
Patton and, pleased, the officer 
asked -what it was. The courier 
replied: “The general said for you 
to put your leggings on.” 

Had a Softer Side. 

Patton dressed down enlisted 
man and officer alike, but his soft 
side showed often, Once, informed 
of the death of an aid at the 
front, he broke into tears, mum- 
bling: “I’m acting like an old 
fool.” 

In his attempts to inspire a 
man to feats of bravery—or to 
bully him into it—he might lay 
him out for minutes at a time in 
fierce and often oratorical invec- 
tive. Then, soft-voiced, he would 
add a few words of encourage- 
ment and pat the man on the 
back. 

A sparkling success in war, Pat- 
ton was constantly in difficulties

While Patton was . visiting 
wounded in hospitals, Eisenhower 
said, he encountered two un- 
wounded patients who had been 
evacuated for nervous disorders. 

Apologies ‘Accepted. 

-“He momentarily lost his tem- 
per in these two instances and in 
an unseemly and_é indefensible 
manner upbraided the individuals, 
and in one of the cases cuffed the 
individual involved so that the 
man’s helmet rolled off his head,” 
Eisenhower's report set forth. 

Eisenhower told of expressing 
“my extreme displeasure” in a 
letter to Patton, cautioning him 
against a repetition and calling 
on him to make amends. The fol- 
lowing action then was taken by 
Patton, he said: 

“He personally sought out the 
individuals involved and the per- 
sons who were present at the time 
the incidents took place. To these 
he made full apologies, which, it 
Was reported to me, were ac- 
cepted.” 

While Eisenhower called Pat- 
ton’s actions in these cases “in- 
defensible,” he said that Patton 
had “in thousands of cases per- 
sonally supported, encouraged and 
sustained individuals. The net re- 
sult was that throughout the Si- 
cilian campaign the Seventh 
Army had a high morale.” 

At the close of the Sicilian cam- 
paign, Patton told correspondents 
that “when things are happening 
a commanding general is under 
great nervous tension” and‘ “may 
do things he may afterwards re- 
gret.” He added: 

“But I have patted five soldiers 
on the back for every one I have 
spoken a harsh word to. I dealt 
harshly with a couple of soldiers 
and was wrong. I am going to 
apologize to them.” 

Even home on leave, Patton ex- 
ercised his facility for getting into 
hot water. His remarks to a Sun- 
day school class that there al- 
ways would be wars drew bitter 
criticism. 

It was this facet of his per- 
sonality which caused censorship 
to forbid publication of his state- 
ments from the time of the drive 
across France until V-E day. After 
V-E day, Patton made a state- 
ment and promptly got into trou- 
ble over it. 

Removed from Command. 

He was removed from the com- 
mand of his beloved Third -Army 
and the eastern military district 
in Germany after his outbreak of 
Sept. 22, 1945, in which he _ ex- 
pressed impatience with the de- 
Nazification program. He was 
quoted as comparing “this Nazi 
thing” to the “Democratic and Re- 
publican fights back home.” 

The wrath at home was prompt. 
In its wake Gen, Eisenhower or- 
dered Patton to report personally 
on his administration and explain 
the statement. Subsequently Pat- 
ton, on Oct. 2; was relieved of his 
Third Army command and took 
over the Fifteenth, a “paper” 
army whose duty was to prepare 
reports on lessons learned during 
the war and recommendations for 
the future. 

Patently the new job irked the 
swashbuckling Patton and there 
was talk that he would retire from 
the Army soon. He declined to 


confirm or deny these reports, but {s 


said when and if he did retire he 
would devote himself to his favor- 
ite activities (besides war)—hunt- 
ing, fishing and sailing. 
Intensely Religious.

ture displayed him as a poet and 
an intensely religious man.

I'd 
shoot at him. He’d shoot at me. 
If I killed him, I'd be champ. If 
he killed me—well he won't.” 


There was a story that Presi- 
dent Franklin D, Roosevelt once 
met Patton, then a two-star major 
general, in Africa and told him: 
“Georgie, I am going to give you 
that third star (of a lieutenant 
general) and send you back home 
to take over an army there.” 

“Georgie” was said to have re- 
plied: “In that case you can keep 
that third star. I want to stay 
here.” 

Early in 1944 Patton was deco- 
rated by order of King George VI 
for meritorious action in the Med- 
iterranean. He was made a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath 
on recommendation of Gen. Sir 
Harold Alexander, the Allied com- 
mander in Italy. 

For a pastime Patton wrote 
poetry—two volumes, which he 
hoped to have published posthu- 
mously. 

His talented wife, the former 
Beatrice Ayer of Boston, author 
of the historical novel “Blood of 
the Sharks,” once shyly told in- 
terviewers that she wished the 
press would not call him by his 
army nickname, because it really 
did not fit his character. 

Patton was equally at* home in 
a tank in the forefront of the 
fighting on a battlefield, on the 
back of a spirited polo pony, be- 
hind the mast of a schooner or 
gracing some Army social func- 
tion. In his younger days he was 
a noted sharpshooter and famous 
as a track athlete. He took part 
in the Olympic games at Stock- 
holm. 

His wife said he never liked to 
watch any athletic competition— 
he always wanted to be right in 
the game himself. 

He was born on a ranch Nov. 
11, 1885, at San Gabriel, Cali- 
fornia. He attended school at 
Pasadena and Virginia Military 
Institute. His record as a student 
was not particularly good. Then 
he entered the military academy 
at West Point, where he was a 
class adjutant? After his gradua- 
tion in 1909 he was commissioned 
a second lieutenant in the cav- 
alry. 

He served in Illinois and Vir- 
ginia, went to France to study 
French saber methods and, upon 
his return, was Master of the 
Sword at the mounted service 
school at Fort Riley, Kansas. He 
participated in Pershing’s puni- 
tive Mexican expedition, 

In the first world war he 
served in France as a member of 
Gen. Pershing’s staff and was de- 
tailed to the tank corps.

Next, he was shifted to Califor- 
nia, where he became commander 
of the First Armored Corps in the 
desert, meantime having been pro- 
moted to brigadier general. He 
developed his corps to one of the 
toughest outfits in the Army. 


When the invasion of Africa was 
in the planning stage, Eisenhower 
placed him in command of the 
task force troops. Typical of him 
was his study of the Koran while 
sailing on that expedition. As 
usual, he was in the thickest of 
the fighting on shore. “It was a 
real nice fight,” he reported back 
to Eisenhower. 


Besides being an expert on 
tanks, he was noted as an author- 
ity on military tactics. He knew 
the campaigns of Napoleon, Lee, 
Grant and Frederick the Great by 
heart.

POET EZRA POUND INSANE, 
BOARD REPORTS TO COURT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
Ezra Pound, the poet charged 
with treason, today was pro- 
nounced “insane and mentally un- 
fit for trial” by a board of four 
psychiatrists. The board sub- 
mitted its report to district court. 


Pound, for many years an ex- 
patriate, was indicted for treason 
in connection with alleged propa- 
ganda broadcasts for Italy after 
that nation went to war with the 
United States. He was arrested 
after the occupation and flown 
back here on Nov. 18 to stand 
trial. 

The psychiatrists found Pound 
“mentally unfit to advise properly 
with counsel or to participate in- 
telligently and reasonably in his 
own defense.” 
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78.5 MEN HANGED 
AT SMOLENSK AS 
50,000 LOOK ON 


Executed Day After Con- 
viction on Charges of 
Atrocities Toward So- 
viet Captives. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 21 (AP)—Seven 
German S8.S. (Elite Guard) mem- 
bers were hanged yesterday at 
Smolensk following their convic- 
tion as war criminals. (The Mos- 
cow radio said 50,000 persons wit- 
nessed the executions in a Smo- 
lensk square at noon.) 

Three other defendants in the 
four-day trial received prison 
terms ranging from 12 to 20 years 
for atrocities committed against 
residents of Smolensk. 

The prosecution contended 
thousands of Smolensk residents, 
including women and children, 
had been “mercilessly extermin- 
ated” during the German occupa- 
tion, some in medical experiments. 


In the trial, which attracted at- 
tention in Russia comparable to 
that centered on the Nuernberg 
hearing, six of the defendants 
were quoted by Tass news agency 
as admitting atrocities. 

Today’s dispatch did not name 
those condemned and executed. 
The earlier Tass report, however, 
listed the six who confessed to 
atrocities as Willy Krause, Kurt 
Haudiyan, Fritz Henchke, Willy 
Weiss, Eric Mueller and Heinz 
Winkler. 

The atrocities to which they re- 
portedly confessed included beat- 
ing and raping Russian women, 
looting and burning of houses, 
machine-gunning of civilians in- 
cluding women and children, burn- 
ing prisoners alive and deporta- 
tion of slave labor to the Reich. 


SECOND ARMORED DIVISION 
STARTS MOVE HOMEWARD 


PARIS, Dec. 21 (AP)—The Sec- 
ond Armored (Hell on Wheels) 
Division has started home, the 
Army announced today. An ad- 
vance party reached Marseille to 
prepare for embarkation for the 
United States. 

The Eighty-second Airborne Di- 
vision still was ‘shuttling from Le 
Havre to England, whence the 
troops will sail for home. 

The Eightieth Infantry Divi- 
sion was in Le Havre, from which 
7500 will shuttle to England for 
re-embarkation and the rest will 
sail directly to the United States.

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sis of one side of the diaphragm 
in the intercostal resulting from 
the spinal cord injury has made 
it difficult to get rid of these 
secretions by cupping.

On Dec. 17 the 
traction apparatus in which he 
had been encased was removed 
and a plaster cast substituted for 
it. 
Medical Facts of Case. 

Cal. R. G. Spurling, War De- 
partment medical specialist, said 
the medical facts of the case 
were these: 

“Until the morning of Dec. 19, 
Patton made very satisfactory 
progress, His general condition 
was good and he was confident 
he would recover. 

“The first untoward sign was 
when he had difficulty raising 
secretions from his bronchial 
tubes. 

“At approximately 2 a.m. yes- 
terday, he had an acute attack 


attack lasted about an hour and 
was relieved by medication. At 
that time, we felt relatively sure 
the general had pulmonary em- 
bolism.” 

Spurling explained that an em- 
bolism was a blood clot which in 
'Patton’s case probably originated 
‘from his broken neck. 
| The clot, he said, was pumped 
‘by the heart into the right lung 
_causing a spot of gangrene in the 
lung. 

“Anybody, particularly an older 
person and especially one who is 
paralyzed, is liable to develop such 
a spot,” Spurling said. 

,Lung Vessels Clogged. 

The specialist explained that the 
clot clogged the vessels in Patton’s 
lungs and that although he re- 
|covered from the initial shock late 
that morning, his lungs filled with 
mucus, 

Spurling said all efforts to stop 
the increase in the mucus were 
futile and that early this after- 
noon, Patton showed signs of 
heart failure. 

“Late this afternoop, Patton was 
in a very critical condition,” he 
added. “At 5:50 p.m. he died. The 
_cause of death was pulmonary em- 
|bolism, followed by cardiac.” 
| “Patton was very enthusiastic 
about going home,” Spurling said. 
“He had all the courage in the 
world and was confident he would 
pull through.” 
| The General had been sleeping 
| from 4 p.m. until the moment of 
‘his death. 
| An official spokesman said there 
was a strong possibility that Gen. 
Patton would be buried in one of 
the battlefields on which his army 
fought, probably in France. The 
funeral probably will be Monday. 

Patton was the second of the 
generals who led American armies 
‘to victory in Europe to die. Gen. 
Alexander M. Patch, commander 
of the United States Seventh 
‘Army, died one month ago of 
pneumonia at San Antonio, Tex., 
Patch led his Seventh Army from 
‘the beaches of southern France 
‘through the Vosges mountains and 
into Germany—600 miles—in three 
‘months.

System May Speed Up 
Change-over to Straight 
Natural Gas,

A new pipeline for natural gas, 
intended to send a large part of 
its load to metropolitan St. Louis, 
has been completed out of the 
Carthage field in Texas. A con- 
tract for handling this supply 
through the old pipeline of Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel Corp. between 
the Monroe field in Louisiana and 
St. Louis has become effective. 

The purpose of this arrange- 
ment is to assure a continued ade- 
quate supply for St. Louis. It 
would facilitate the conversion of 
the consumers’ service here from 
a mixture of natural and manu- 
factured gas to straight natural 
gas, as desired by the city. There 
would be no immediate benefit to 
meet unusual winter peak de- 
mands, such as recently made it 
necessary to shut off temporarily 
the supplies of interruptible indus- 
trial customers in order to meet 
domestic needs. No enlargement 
of the pipeline capacity from Mon- 
roe is involved. 

However, Ben C. Comfort, presi- 
dent of Mississippi River Fuel, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that he was hopeful that mar- 
ket demand might develop to jus- 
tify enlargement -of line capacity 
next summer. 

The new 142-mile, 24-inch line 
from Carthage, Tex., to Sterling- 
ton, La., was completed by United 
Gas Pipe Line Co. Dec. 10. United 
Gas owns nearly half the stock in 
Mississippi River Fuel and has 
been providing about 40 per cent 
of the supply handled in Mis- 
sissippi’s line. Of the part sup- 
plied by United Gas, 55 per cent 
has come lately from the Monroe 
field and 45 per cent from the 
Odessa (Ark.) field. 


Outlet to Major Markets. 


An outlet to major markets is 
provided by the new line for the 
Carthage field, which heretofore 
has had only limited outlets. It is 
situated south of Marshall, Tex., 
and southwest of Shreveport, La. 
The line, which cost about $7,500,- 
000, crosses six major streams, 
five of the crossings being by 
multiple underwater pipes. 

The sixth, over the Red river at 
East Point, La., is a suspension 
bridge with a 3200-foot elevated 
pipe section and a 1600-foot clear 
span over water, said by United 
Gas to be the largest structure of 
its kind in the world. 

Designed capacity of the new 
line is 310,000,000 cubic feet a day. 

Until next Nov. 1 Mississippi 
will draw on the Carthage gas, 
which it will receive at its Perry- 
ville (La.) pumping station, only 
if the supply available at Monroe 
is insufficient to meet require- 
ments for the volume bought from 
United Gas. Comfort believes it 
may not be necessary to draw on 
the Carthage gas in this interval. 

After Nov. 1 it is proposed un- 
der the contract to derive the full 
40 per cent share of United Gas 
for the Mississippi River Fuel line 
from the Carthage field. Comfort 
said it would be possible then to 
call on the Carthage field for the 
entire 145,000,000-cubic-foot daily 
capacity of the Mississippi line, if 
necessary. : 

The contract, which became ef- 
fective Dec. 1, provides a variable 
scale for payment by Mississippi 
for gas from the Carthage field, 
stated by Comfort to work out 
under aotual practice to slightly 
more than 6 cents a_ thousand 
cubic feet. 

Reserve for 100 Years. 

As a result of the new arrange- 
ment, the rate of withdrawal of 
gas from the Monroe field can be 
made more constant, calling on 
Carthage to furnish peak volume, 
said Comfort. He expressed the 
opinion that the supply in the 
Monroe field would last for some 
time, perhaps 10 or 15 years or 
longer, and said he had been told 
that there was enough natural 
gas reserve in the various south- 
western states to meet the needs 
of all consumers now connected 
with this service for 100 years. 

It is ‘Mississippi's intention to 
taper off its purchases from Mon- 
roe and increase purchases from 
Carthage. Mississippi has been 
delivering natural gas to metro- 
politan St. Louis from Monroe 
since 1929. 

If the Federal Power Commis- 
sion denies Mississippi's request 
for a rehearing of a recent order 
for reduction of charges to Mis- 
sissippi’s utility customers, includ- 
ing Laclede Gas Light Co. and 
St. Louis County Gas Co., Missis- 
sippi will appeal to the federal 
courts Comfort said. Laclede of- 
ficers have indicated that this 
reduction would be an important 
factor in making possible a 
change-over to straight natural

Reuther—We asked for a horse 
and you offered us a rabbit. 

Wilson — Thirteen and a half 
cents is not exactly a rabbit. 

Reuther — Compared with what 
you people are keeping it is less 
than a rabbit. 

Wilson—I don’t see how we can 
get anywhere, Walter, when you 
insist on seeing the corporation 
books. 

Reuther—You don’t know what 
I've said; you haven’t been there 
in the negotiations. 

Wilson—I read the blame things. 

Reuther—We’ve got to get the 
first team back in there and sit 
down and talk about it. Let’s try 
to get some of that good will back 
in our collective bargaining. Come 
back in there like you used to 
do and put your feet up on the 
table and get down to negotiat- 
ing. 

Wilson—It’s our heads that are 
on the table. 

Reuther—Bring in the first team 
and let’s go to work. 


Statement by Wilson. 


Wilson—I want to make just a 
brief statement (gripping a yellow 
paper before him). The union rep- 
resentatives and the corporation 
representatives have agreed that 
this is not an ordinary collective 
bargaining matter. Looking back 
through the years, I have felt that 
relations between General Motors 
and the union had been steadily 
improved. If this had been just 
an ordinary collective bargaining 
matter, we would have been able 
to settle this ourselves. I person- 
ally feel very bad about this strike. 
I don’t like the idea of a 175,000 
General Motors men and women 
walking the streets in the snow 
before Christmas. Nor do I like 
General Motors being singled out 
as a guinea pig. I didn’t think 
we had it coming to us on the 
basis of our past relations. 

Reuther— We don’t like the 
strike either, Our people are not 
receiving unemployment compen- 
sation or strike benefits. They 
are making a tremendous sacri- 
fice. You wouldn't conciliate. You 
wouldn’t arbitrate. 

Wilson—If you can pull it down 
to the basis of a matter between 
the General Motors Corporation 
and the union we can settle it. 
But I don’t know how we can 
handle the problems of the whole 
country. 

Reuther—Come in and get your 
feet wet. 

Wilson—I don’t think I could 
possibly contribute anything. 

Reuther—I think you're far too 
modest. 

Watches Union Leader, 


The white-haired. corporation 
president leaned across the shiny 
walnut conference table which 
separated the company side and 
the union’s side in the fact-finding 
hearing, watching the red-haired 
Reuther. 

The great green-walled confer- 
ence room was still, the audience 
aware of the weighty issues af- 
fected by the interchange.

Both agencies emphasized, how- 
ever, that despite a big increase 
in tire production, all motorists 
will not be able to buy new cas- 
ings for some time. 

“A plentiful supply of tires is 
not in sight for several months, 
perhaps all of 1946,” said CPA 
Administrator John D. Small. 

OPA Chief Chester Bowles cau- 
tioned that “many motorists will 
have to wait for tires.” 

He urged dealers not to sell 
complete sets “to those who can 
get alone with one or two tires 
during the next several months.” 

Termination of tire rationing on 
New Year’s day will leave only 
Sugar on a ration list that once 
included meats, canned foods. 
gasoline, automobiles, shoes, fuel 
oil, coffee and several other com- 
modities. No early end to sugar 
rationing is in sight. 

All tire stocks were frozen the 
day affer Pearl Harbor and ra- 
tioning began Jan, 5, 1942, the first 


of the wartime controls on con- 
sumer purchases to go into effect. 
In announcing yesterday that 


tire output now warrants an end 


of the rationing, Bowles said pro- 
duction now is at the rate of 
about 4,000,000 casings a month 
and that about 11,000,000 will be 
made this quarter. 

This means 1945 production will 
total about 28,000,000 passenger 
tires, an increase of 64 per cent 
over the 1944 output. Production 
next year is forecast at 66,000,000 
passenger tires, or 13,000,000 more 
than ever were made before in 
this country in one year. 

The outlook for production of 
truck and bus tires was said to be 
even brighter than for passenger 
tires, 

Tire rationing certificates in the 
hands of motorists will continue 
to be honored by dealers through 
Dec. 31, but no new certificates 
will be issued after today except 
in emergency cases. 

CPA announced that “in order 
to increase the number of tires 
available in the immediate fu- 
ture,” several non-rationing re- 
strictions will remain in effect.

U.S. LABOR OFFICIAL 
COMMENDS UAW 


DETROIT, Dec. 21 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers’ Union 
made public today a letter from 
a representative of the United 
States Department of Labor com- 
mending the union attitude in con- 
tract negotiations with the Ford 
Motor Co, ’ 

Identity of the Labor Depart- 
ment correspondent was not di- 
vulged by the union, which de- 
mands a 30 per cent wage increase 
from Ford and other automobile 
manufacturers, but he was re- 
ported close to Secretary of Labor 
Schwellenbach.

“T am keeping my fingers 
crossed in the hope that you can 
bring a rabbit out of the hat in the 
Ford situation,” said the letter, 
addressed to Richard T. Leonard, 
the UAW’s Ford director. 

“T think I should tell you,” it 
added, “that the national reaction 
to your proposal of union responsi- 
bility has been very good. Two or 
three people have informed me 
that it was well received in Con- 
gress and may have a substantia) 
influence on _ pending anti-labor 
legislation dealing with that prob- 
Tem.” 

The letter said Schwellenbach 
was “impressed by your able and 
statesmanlike approach to _ the 
problem he discussed with you.”

corporation books: 


In appointing a fact-finding 
board in an industrial dispute 
where one of the questions at is- 
sue is wages, it is essential to a 
fulfillment of its duty that the 
board have the authority, when- 
ever it deems it necessary, to ex- 
amine the books of the employer. 
That authority is essential to en- 
able the board to determine the 
ability of the employer to pay an 
increase in wages where such abil- 
ity is in question. Ability to pay 
is always one of the facts relevant 
to the issue of an increase in 
wages. 

This does not mean that the 
Government or its fact-finding 
board is going to endeavor to fix 
a-rate of return for the employer. 
It does mean, however, that since 
wages are paid out of earnings, 
the question of earnings is rele- 
vant,

Replying to a question, the 
President said that he did not 
know of any relation between a 
union’s books and wages. He said 
that if a union’s books were rele- 
vant to an investigation, the board 
should have power to examine 
them. 

“Full Employment” Bill Plea. 


The statement on the pending 
“full employment” legislation was 
in the form of the text of identical 
letters to Senator Wagner of New 
York and Representative Manasco 
of Alabama, Democrats, who head 
delegations in the conference com- 
mittee, 

It is unusual, but not unprece- 
dented, for a President to try to 
influence publicly a conference 
committee. Usually this is done 
privately by party leaders or by 
White House telephone calls. In ef- 
fect, the President, by acting pub- 
licly, tries to arouse public opin- 
ion for an important bill. 

“The full employment bill adopt- 
ed by the Senate modified the 
language of the original bill but 
did not remove its essential pro- 
visions,” the letters said.... Many 
of the Representatives who voted 
for the House bill did so, I be 
lieve, in the belief that the con- 
ferees would have an opportunity 
to restore the essentials of the 
Senate bill.

Implies USES Bill Veto. 


The President was just as em- 
phatic on several other topics 
brought up by reporters. 

He said that he had not received 
the departmental reports on the 
bill, recently passed by Congress, 
to return the United States Em- 
ployment Service back to the 
states, but that when he did he 
would have forceful things to say 
about it. This implied a veto, or 
at least a denunciatory message to 
Congress. 


He was equally emphatic in de- 
nying that his recent message to 
Congress on unification of the 
armed services was intended to 
muzzle naval critics on his recom- 
mendations. He declared that he 
wanted the opinion of everybody 
on thig subject. If naval officers 
criticize his plan, however, it 
should be understood that they 
are expressing only their personal 
views. 


He indicated that Secretary of 
the Navy Forrestal would resign, 
but hoped that it would not be at 
an early date. He declined to 
specify how long he considered 
“an early date.” He also disclosed 
that Gov. Tugwell of Puerto Rico 
had submitted a second resigna- 
tion, which was not accepted. 

The President said that he had 
not heard the broadcast report 
that Gen. MacArthur would resign 
if his views about Russian occupa- 
tion of several of the Japanese 
islands were not followed. He said 
that he did not think MacArthur 
had made any such statement and 
that he knew that he had made 
no such statement to the Presi- 
dent or the Secretary of War, 


Message on British Loan. 


Replying to other questions, the 
President said that he would send 
to Congress a message on the 
British loan shortly after the 
Christmas holidays; that he had 
no comment on the conference of 
the Big Three foreign ministers in 
Moscow; that he knew nothing of 
a report that the British navy, 
not the American Navy, had first 
broken the Japanese code; that 
no date had been set for turning 
over the American zone in Ger- 
many to a civilian administration, 
and that he had no plans to at- 
tend the United Nations Organiza- 
tion conference in London. 
Asked to comment on this gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward Spain, 
he told the questioner to read the 
Potsdam declaration, where it was 
outlined.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
The entire American delegation to 
the first formal session of the 


United Nations Organization was 
confirmed by the Senate after a 
two-hour scrap yesterday after- 
noon, ' 

Four of President Truman's se- 
lections were criticized by various 
senators, but it was obvious from 
the start that the entire group 
was going to receive overwhelm- 
ing approval. 

The four prihcipal delegates ap- 
proved by voice vote were: 

Edward R. Stettinius Jr., former 
Secretary of State, as representa- 
tive on the Security Council and 
also to the first session of the 
General Assembly to be held in 
London in Jannuary, 

Senators Tom Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, and Arthur H. Vandenberg 
(Rep.). Michigan, and Mrs. Anna 
Eleanor Roosevelt as assembly 
representatives. 

Representative Sol Bloom ‘Dem.), 
New York, and Representative 
Charles A. Eaton (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey; former Postmaster General 
Frank C. Walker, John Foste1 
Dulles of New York and former 
Senator John G. Townsend Jr. 
(Rep.), Delaware, were confirmed 
as alternate representatives to the 
first assembly session. 

Senator Langer (Rep.), North 
Dakota, criticized Stettinius be- 
cause of his associations with 
“high finance and big business,” 
but he announced he would not 
vote against him, because “the 
United Nations Organization can 
never be placed into operation.” 

Senator Bilbo (Dem.), Mississip- 
pi, said he was certain 98 or 99 
per cent of the people of “the 
sovereign State of Mississippi” 
would back him in opposing Mrs. 
Roosevelt's nomination. He said 
his reasons were based on her rec- 
ord “in the press and on the hust- 
ings and from her services in re- 
cent yéars.” 

Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, voiced objection to the 
Walker and Townsend appoint- 
ments by saying the men who are 
sent to make the organization 
function should be qualified by 
broad experience. 

Fulbright’s statement brought a 
round of heated rebuttal from 
friends of the two, and some sup- 
port from the Republican side. He 
said he didn’t criticize the men’s

exploratory conversations of the 
foreign ministers of Britain, Rus- 
sia and the United States appear 
to have brought the three coun- 
tries closer together than they 
were before the meeting, informed 
foreign quarters said today. 

Certain suspicions are believed 
to have a good chance of being 
dispelled, it was reported. 

On the sixth day of the Big 
Three ministers’ meeting and the 
sixty-sixth birthday of Generalissi- 
mo Stalin, this appeared to be the 
situation on the basis of reports 
from informed foreign sources: 

There is a strong feeling that 
some results will come from the 
meeting and these results may be 
better than originally expected, 
but every difference among the 
three is not likely to be settled at 
this meeting: 

United States Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes and British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin are 
believed to be anxious not to raise 
the hopes and expectations of 
their peoples too much. 

The foreign ministers of the Big 
Three have no desire or intention 
of dominating the United Nations 
Organization or of bypassing it. 

However, Big Three collabora- 
tion was applauded during the war 
and considerable good can be ac- 
complished through such collabo- 
ration.. If the United Nations 
organization was expected to han- 
dle all matters there would be no 
need for the nations to have am- 
bassadors and foreign ministers. 


Means of Settlement. 


Four mediums exist for trying 
to settle the peace and build a 
world safe from war as well as 
for exchanging opinions among 
nations, it was pointed out. These 
are: 

1, The United Nations Organiza- 
tion for long-range matters. 

2. The Big Five Council of For- 
eign Ministers, whose job it is to 
draft the peace treaties. This is 
the council that met in London in 
September and October, but got 
nowhere. 

3. The Big Three foreign minis- 
ters. 

4. Diplomatic 
are used daily. 

It was suggested that no move- 
ment was afoot to dissolve the 
Council of Foreign Ministers, 
which includes those of China and 
France as well as the Big Three. 
But it appeared that the United 
Nations Organization should com- 
mence to take over some of its 
functions before long. This may 
mean that the council eventually 
will die out, while the Big Three 
foreign ministers may keep on 
handling problems of vital interest 
among the United States, Britain 
and Russia, 


Byrnes to See Any Reporter.

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M’ARTHUR DENIES DISPUTE 
WITH REDS ON OCCUPATION 


TOKYO, Dec. 21 (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur denied today 
a broadcast report that his head- 
quarters had become embroiled in 
arguments with the Russians over 
assignment of Soviet occupation 
t.oops to Japan and that Mac- 
Arthur had threatened to resign. 

“IT am here to serve and not to 
hinder or obstruct American Gov- 
ernment,” the supreme command- 
er of the Allied powers said in a 


statement issued by his press re- 
lations office. 

“It is my full purpose to see the 
thing through. The question of 
Russian participation in the oc- 
cupation is a matter for other de- 
cision than my own.” 

The statement said the broad- 
cast report, “purported to have 
been made by Larry Tighe of the 
American Broadcasting Corp., has 
absolutely no basis in fact.” 

It concluded: 

“If Tighe made the statement 
he is alleged to have broadcast 
from Tokyo, someone must have 
been feeding him a funny type of 
‘hooch’ being peddled around 
Tokyo on the black market.” 

(Taking to the air after issu- 
ance of the statement, Tighe said 
“I reaffirm the story which I pre- 
viously broadcast that the express 
desire of the commander of this 
area is that the Russian troops 
not be allowed to take over the 
Japanese island of Hokkaido.”

Tf there’s anything duck hunters 
need worse than good public shoot- 
ing grounds where there’s a 
chance to call in and bag a few 
mallards, sprig or other species 
which use the Mississippi flyway, 
I don’t know what it is. I 
know that the Wildlife Unit and 
the commission are completing a 
statewide survey toward this end. 
The trouble is that 80 per cent of 
our marshland had been drained 
or tiled, leaving few concentra- 
tion points in Missouri for ducks. 
Some of this has been converted 
into highly productive farmland 
but the job is to take the less 
productive land in strategic areas 
and put it back into marsh in 
large acreages.

this plan, but he explores the 
problem of shifting from the 
present Northern, Intermediate 
and Southern zones which run 
horizontally across the country, 
to a system based on the four 
major flyways running north to 
south.

The ultimate problem of wild- 
life management agencies, be they 
local or national, is to see that 
each season ends with enough 
seed stock left to survive the win- 
ter and provide at least a mod- 
est increase in each species for 
the succeeding season. This _ in- 
volves not only protection, bag 
limits and enforcement, but en- 
vironmental factors as well. The 
job is full of headaches but, as 
Dr. Gabrielson points out, for 
each headache caused by biologi- 
cal factors, there are a dozen 
created by problems in human re- 
lations. A secondary problem of 
these agencies is to see that 
sportsmen get an even break on 
the hunting, so far as is possible. 
How hard this is to do can be 
better understood if you knew for 
example, where the ducks orig- 
inate, which come down each 
major flyway. 


This season has furnished a real 
demonstration of the way weather 
affects the hunter’s chances of a 
satisfactory season. Beginning not 
long after the season opened, local 
duck hunters reported fair suc- 
cess up until the freeze just be- 
fore Thanksgiving. Since then 
there has been little doing in St. 
Charles County, on the Missouri 
or at nearby Illinois points. This 
gave local duck hunters only about 
four week’s shooting out of a 78- 
day season, The deal on quail bids 
fair to be even worse. My own 
bird-finding experience in near-by 
territory has been good to excel- 
lent; that is, except where quail 
were drowned or grazed out. But 
the shooting hardly started before 
Thanksgiving, because birds hadn't 
coveyed up or established their 
range. And now snow can end the 


season after only three weeks of

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How Important, Please, 
Is College Football? 


T probably is presumptive to 

mention football and its place 

in the American college pic- 
ture when so erudite a gentle- 
man as Dr. Arthur H: Compton, 
the brilliant chancellor of Wash- 
ington University, is weighing 
the subject. But that’s the 
American way—stick your neck 
out. 

At any rate there is keen in- 
terest on the sidelines as Dr. 
Compton and his learned assist- 
ants do the exploratory work, 
and many a friend of the Uni- 
versity hopes that a “satisfac- 
tory basis” will be found, so that 
once again Red and Green clad 
football warriors can do their 
stuff on the gridiron. 

There are, as Dr. Compton 
suggests, many problems _in- 
volved, many arguments on both 
sides. Football has been empha- 
sized unduly in many quarters. 
It has become commercial on 
many a campus. Only the other 
day the Governor of a state and 
the president of a state univer- 
sity announced the institution 
had lost too many football 
games. It, therefore, was in the 
market for a winning coach. It 
offered a $6000-a-year job to a 
talent scout, whose only duty 
would be to find and sign for 
the university, good football 
players. 

Washington will never have 
that kind of a football set-up. 
No friend of the University 
wants a professional team on 
the Hilltop. But it seems to 
many observers that something 
is taken out of the life of a col- 
lege boy when his school doesn’t 
field a football team. And that 
something isn’t merely a thing 
of four years’ duration. .It goes 
on and on through a man’s life. 
It ties him to his Alma Mater as 
no other campus activity could 
do.

The petition claimed the rule is 
an “arbitrary, capricious, and un- 
reasonable exercise of power” by 
the Racing Commission in viola- 
tion of both federal and the Mary- 
land constitutions. 

Eight trainers have been under 
suspension in Maryland this fall 
in connection with stimulation 
charges. Two days ago, counsel 
for E. A. Christmas, trainer for W. 
L, Brann, and Clay Sutphin, train- 
er for S. W. Labrot J.r, filed suit 
in circuit court to restrain the 
Racing Commission from conduct- 
ing further hearings. The racing 


‘commission has announced hear- 


ings would be postponed indefi- 
nitely. 

“The Trainers’ Association peti- 
tion declared that in Maryland 
stabling space was ee by 
the tracks which were under the 
commission's regulations. 

“Guilty Party Is Protected.” 

“The conditions under which 
horses are stabled at such tracks 
are such that it is impossible for 
trainers effectively to control and 
prevent access by third parties to 
horses trained by them.” 

The rule (146) “in conclusively 
imputing responsibility to a train- 
er for the stimulation of a horse 
under his care not only fails to 
afford any adequate or reasonable 
remedy for the evils intended to 
be curbed, but in fact serves to 
protect and shelter the parties 
actually guilty of the corrupt 
practice by making a scapegoat of 
an innocent person.”

RISE IN COMPENSATION 
INSURANCE APPROVED 


Rates Averaging 11.1 Pct. In- 
crease to Be Effective After 
Dec. 31 in Missouri. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 21.— 
An increase in rates for work- 
men’s compensation insurance in 
Missouri, \averaging 11.1 per cent 
and estimated to amount to $1,- 
200,000 to $1,300,000 a year based 
on the premium volume, was ap- 
proved today by State Insurance 
Superintendent Owen G. Jackson. 
The new rate schedule will become 

effective after Dec. 31. 

The new order approving the 
rates for the 662 different classi- 
fiactions of workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance written in Missou- 
ri, adopted, with few changes, a 
proposed schedule filed by the Na- 
tion Council of Compensation In- 
surance. The insurance covers in- 
juries to workmen in industries 
affected by the workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance law. 

The schedule carries increases 
ranging from less than 1 per cent 
to a ceiling of 25 per cent for 625 
classifications. Rates were de- 
creased for 17 classifications, 
rates were not changed for,eight 
classifications, and no _ specific 
rate was fixed for 12 others, which, 
it was said, will require special 
treatment. 

Jackson said he was of the opin- 
ion, based on evidence submitted 
in a hearing here last Dec. 12, 
that the increase proposed by the 
National Council, a central rating 
agency for companies. writing 


said no objection had been made 
in the hearing by any group to 
the proposed new schedule. 

The rates for 1946, Jackson said, 
were based on the loss experience 
of the companies for 1942 and 
1943, the latest years for which 
complete loss experience is avail- 
able. He said thfS experience 
showed a loss ratio of 66 per cent. 
The rates, which are revised an- 
nually, are based on a unit of $100 
of payroll. About 100 companies 
write such insurance in Missouri 
and about 60,000 empleyers are af- 
fected. Premiums collected last 
year, when wartime payrolls were 
at their peak, totaled about $12- 
000,000.

The New York law includes no 
provision for a “cooling off” in- 
terval nor does it inttrfere in any 
way with the right to strike at 
any time. 

Although inquiry boards have 
been invoked only about four times 
in relatively minor labor disputes, 
each time the controversy was set- 
tled by resumption of mediation or 
arbitration before the board ac- 
tually functioned. Thus it is rea- 
sonable to assume, observers point 
out, that the potential use of the 
inquiry board may have an effect 
in preventing dilatory tactics and 
unnecessarily lengthy negotiation. 

The efficacy of a fact-finding 
body is illustrated by the settle- 
ment of two disputes in the New 
York City milk industry several 
months ago. In neither instance 
was the board of inquiry estab- 
lished, but the principle of its use 
prevailed, not entirely by accident.

Labor in- 
sists wages must go higher and higber, 
and’ we must have an ever-widening 
foundation of purchasing power, if we 
are to prosper. 

Both groups know that profit is the 
father of wages, but they also know that 
labor is the mother of profit. Both are 
as inseparable in forming our economic 
‘house as husband and wife are in form- 
ing the family unit. 

Profit results from the proper use 
of materials, labor, machines and money, 
The self-interest of business demands re- 
sistance to any economic assault by any 
of these tools, if it might result in cut- 
ting profit. However, as profit is the 
goal of business, so wages are the goal 
of labor. As business strives to get 
maximum returns from the use of its 
tools, so labor strives to get maximum 
returns also. 

To the laborer, his tools of health, in- 
telligence, skill and strength are com- 
parable to business’s tools of capital, 
management, labor and machines. To 
the laborer, part of his wages, whatever 
he can save, is regarded as profit. Wages 
are his only means of getting a profit- 
able return from the use of his tools. 
So he must constantly assault business 
to increase his standard of living and 
his profit, or savings. 

Business is practicing free enterprise 
when it strives for greater profit. Labor 
also is practicing free enterprise when it 
strives for greater wages, Both are 
pushed by the profit motive. Both are 
engaged in the same struggle of creating 
personal wealth and keeping as much 
of it as possible, 

So why all the commotion and view- 
ing with alarm? Clear the ring! Cheer 
them on! Let them fight, because under 
our economic rules, they'll fight anyway.

Justice or Drumhead? 


The court-martial systems of the Army and 
Navy, every services man and veteran knows, 
were faulty during the war. A Senate investi- 
gation is being urged to determine just how 
faulty. The American Bar Association section 
on criminal law has made sweeping recommenda- 
tions for fundamental reform in the administra- 
tion of military justice. — 

The matter is one that goes far beyond any 
formal principles of law. There are right now 
50,000 men in military prisons serving court- 
martial sentences. Individual cases of striking 
injustice have come to light. Thé nation has a 
right to be suspicious of the fairness of many 
other of these sentences and convictions. It will 
be satisfied with nothing less than a thorough 
civilian review of every questionable case. 

This is the most pressing part of the matter. 
Americans in uniform are citizens before they 
They are entitled to all the cone 
stitutional safeguards of American citizenship. 
The first thing necessary is to correct the injus- 
tices, to regularize the caprices, of the court- 
martial systems in war. 

The next thing is reform. Under the old sys- 
tem, justice was not even-handed and objective. 
It was administered by officers untrained in law, 
preoccupied with pressing military duties, often 
more concerned with the effect of a sentence 
on discipline than with the fairness of it. 

The administration of justice, too often, was a 
mere function of command. One man would re- 
ceive a stiff sentence. Another guilty of the 
same offense might get off scot-free. Too much 
depended on the individual commanding officer 
who convened his own court and reviewed its 
acts. Penalties differed between units of the 
same service, They differed more widely be- 
tween separate services. 

In fairness to the officers involved, it may be 
conceded that most of them honestly strove to 
administer justice for the proper ends of disci- 
pline. It is no easy thing for a man not previ- 
ously trained in law, no matter how conscien- 
tious, to be Judge, prosecutor or defense counsel, 

Most often the system, not the .individual, 
was at fault. That system needs fundamental 
change. The proposal that a separate legal corps” 
be established is one of promise. An offender 
might be transferred from his outfit to special 
jurisdiction for trial by general court. Can 
there be doubt that justice would be better 
served by men who know the law? 

And justice, prompt, sure and scrupulously 
fair, is the foundation of discipline. It is also 
an obligation this country owes to every man 
who wears its uniform.

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Pullman to the Railroads 

It is a hard choice the special Federal Court 
made in selecting the buyer for the Pullman 
sleeping-car business. It ruled against the Otis- 
True, investment bankers are 
already too influential in railway policy; it is 
one of the principal causes of backwardness in 
the industry. The court ruled for the railroads. 
But the railroads themselves are dominated by 
investment bankers, so where is the gain in 
bringing in a swarm of bankers instead of only 
one syndicate? 

As a matter of abstract principle, the railroads 
are much more logical owners than any single 
syndicate. This particular syndicate, however, 
promised to junk all the obsolete equipment— 
including the so-called “standard” sleeping cars 
—and replace it with equipment in line with the 
needs and tastes of our generation and with the 
growing luxury of air travel. The railroads 
have made no such promise. 

The question that only time can answer, un- 
less the Supreme Court reverses the award, is 
whether the railroads will now modernize their 
passenger facilities and moderate their price 
policies without having promised to do so. If 
they do, they have a good chance to sustain 
themselves and even improve their earnings 
through the quieter times when the migrations 
of demobilization have passed. If they do not, 
we can only look forward to a time, not so far 
distant, when the railway passenger business will 
become an even heavier drag than it has cus- 
tomarily been on the primary railroad business 
of hauling freight. 

There is a real but highly perishable chance 
for the railroad passenger business. Against the 
testimony of history, here’s hoping the carriers 
will seize it.

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Tribute to Mr. Bowles 

There were two double-fisted speeches made 
before the recent NAM Congress in Washington. 
The subject of one, delivered by Pvt. Hargrove, 
is an apt title for the other, hammered home by 
OPA Administrator Chester Bowles. 

“See here, private industry” was also defi- 
nitely the Bowles theme. He spared neither 
bombshells nor brickbats in telling the assem- 
bled industrialists that, however tight the squeeze 
between rising wages and materials costs and 
Government ceilings, price coritrol was to indus- 
try’s advantage; that whether industry liked it 
or not, the vast majority of the American people 
wanted inflation held in check, and he was not 
giving up the fight to do just that. 

Chester Bowles, the most determined man in, 
the Administration since Leon Henderson left it, 
knows something about squeeze plays himself. 
He is one of the last of the Rooseveltians, of the 
young executives with a stone-wall resistance to 
pressures and a missionary zest for his work that 
keeps around him a coterie of brilliant and loyal 
assistants who'd rather fight the good fight than 
make the big fortune. 

Textile makers, the automobile industry and 
dealers, real estate owners, contractors and 
just about every kind of producer and seller in 
the American market consider Mr. Bowles the 
Beelzebub of the reconversion era. This mass 
animosity has been palely reflected in a vague 
hostility to his program in the White House it- 
self, and elsewhere in the Administration, and 
violently reflected in both houses of Congress. 
Despite the dents in his armor, the OPA Admin- 
istrator has fought his way through on one issue 
after another, serenely sure that his plan of bat- 
tle represented the public interest, and that he 
would be proved right. 

He has been. The entire Administration, 
frightened by an out-of-hand economy resulting 
from too rapid reconversion in ‘ period when 
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the market is under-supplied and the excess 
profits tax an invitation to producers to coast 
on rebates, is shifting from de-control to re-con- 
trol, especially in housing. Chester Bowles and 
his ideas about protecting the public interest are 
enjoying a new popularity at the executive end 
of Pennsylvania avenue. 

Probably the most admirable thing. about Mr. 
Bowles is that he continues to state his case 
straight, with full information for press and 
people, with no petulant feeling that he has 
been martyred. He is probably even too much 
of a gentleman to indulge in the greatest temp- 
tation of all and say, although he has eveny right 
to, “I told you so.” 


More Pay for Congress? 

An excellent member of Congress, Representa- 
tive Ramspeck of Georgia, is resigning to take 
a job in private business, because he finds it dif- 
ficult to live on a Congressman’s salary of $10,- 
000 a year. When taxes and other expenses are 
deducted, he said, the average Congressman has 
less than $5000 to live on. Two other members 
—Woodrum of Virginia and Weiss of Pennsyl- 
vania—are leaving Congress for the same reason. 

In the last year, various proposals have been 
made to increase congressional pay. The Heller 
report of the National Planning Association sug- 
gested it be raised to $25,000, President Truman 
recommended $20,000 and others $15,000. Pub- 
lic reaction to a pay increase seems not unfavor- 
able, particularly in view of the contributions 
and handouts Congressmen are always expected 
to make. 

But surely a congressional request for more 
money would come with better grace if Congress 
accompanied it with sweeping reform of its own 
procedure—a procedure which has become in- 
creasingly inadequate to deal with the problems 
of the times. A joint Senate-House committee, 
headed by Senator La Follette and Representa- 
tive Monroney, has been working on procedural 
reform for a long time, but it has yet produced 
no recommendations. 

Some of the things that are needed are sim- 
plification of the committee system and the co- 
ordination of committees with the executive de- 
partments; strengthened leadership and responsi- 
bility in both houses; improved liaison between 
Congress and the executive branch; easing of 
the load on Congress; improvement of relations 
between Congressmen and their constituents. 

The La Follette-Monroney committee can 
make some excellent proposals for streamlining 
Congress, but it can go so far and no farther, 
for Congress limited its field of inguiry. The 
committee cannot, for example, sug#ést changes 
of rules in either house; it apparently must leave 
untouched the vicious seniority system: it can- 
not break up such strangleholds on legislation 
as the House Rules Committee exercises. 

In any event, if Congress wants more money, 
it should be willing to give the people in return 
a strengthening and modernization of its pro- 
cedure. Nor is this simply an exchange of gifts, 
for unless something is done about congressional 
reform in fast-moving times like these, the whole 
institution of parliamentary government in the 
United States may fall into tragic disrepute.

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The Runaround ‘Is Over 


At last St. Louis is going to have a one-stop 
veterans’ service center at which soldiers and 
sailors coming homie will be able to get, and get 
effectively, all the help this community has to 
give them in getting started again in civilian 
life. The amount and quality of this help depend 
now only on the energy with whieh all co-operat- 
ing groups work together on the project. 

Heads of all agencies and the directors of the 
old referral center agreed unanimously yester- 
day to come into the new organization, which 
will be housed in the Civil Courts Building. All 
accepted with enthusiasm the concept, proposed 
originally by the Post-Dispatch, that by working 
together in one place, they could give St. Louis 
a veterans’ service second to that of no other 
city. 

The way is now clear for action. The machin- 
ery is agreed upon; its design is complete. There 
is no time to be lost before assembling it and 
setting it in motion.

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Government Pay Dilemma 

As a way of compensating Government em- 
ployes for the increased cost of living, the Sen- 
ate-passed bill does a good job. The rate of 
increase in the most heavily populated salary 
brackets is closely in line with the estimated 
wartime increase in the cost of living. Since the 
lower-paid worker must spend more of his sal- 
ary on maintenance, it is proper that such a bill 
should provide tapering-down percentage in- 
creases with increasing compensation., 

It is unfortunate, however, that Congress 
should thus grasp one horn of a dilemma and 
be gored with the other. This bill narrows the 
percentage pay difference between routine work- 
ers and high-grade professional employes and 
administrators. Like the recent pay act it pro- 
poses to supersede, it alleviates an acute human 
problem but, if anything, it aggravates the ur- 
gently practical problem of leadership in the 
civil service, 

We do not begrudge low-bracket Federal em- 
ployes their raise in pointing out that they are, 
and always have been, paid well in comparison 
with private employment. But high-responsibility 
Government jobs pay much less than comparable 
private employment, and the higher the respon- 
sibility, the greater the disparity. 

That did not matter so much during the New 
Deal, when a high excitement of achievement 
brought many talented men and women into 
Federal service. It did not matter so much 
during the war, when many good people braved 
the acute difficulties of Washington for patriotic 
motives or because their peacetime employers 
supplemented their Government pay. But it 
matters now, and it is showing in such a whole- 
sale desertion that the President confesses he is 
hard put to fill even second-rank posts. 

When is Congress going to get around to this 
part of the problem?

Revival of the Editorial Page 


From the Dallas (Tex.) Morning News 


Stanley Walker, writing in the American 
Mercury, re-examines that anonymous serv- 
ant of the newspaper—the editorial writer 
——and concludes that, for the most part, 
the latter is exerting a good influence on 
society, Walker, himself an editorialist for 
the New York Herald Tribune, believes edi- 
torial writers ‘‘are an aid to all that is best 
in an imperfect world.” 

Not so long ago, there was a feeling 
among some journalists that the editorial 
page had served its usefulness. It had be- 
come too stodgy. It was dead, It could 
not compete with the more exciting depart- 
ments of a newspaper in reader interest. 

Then a change occurred. Recent studies 
show edftorial page readers constantly on 
the increase. When a strike tied up news- 
paper deliveries in New York this summer, 
a survey asked New Yorkers what they 
missed most in their dailies, Editorials led, 
followed by sports and war news. 

What has caused the rebirth of interest 
in the opinion page? Doubtless the main 
factor is an increasingly comment-con- 
scious public. The average American is 
opinionated. He likes his news—then he 
likes what others think about it. The war 
--and now reconversion—have stimulated 


“this desire. > 


In addition, there has been a striking 


change in the editorial page itself on the 
better newspapers. Publishers have con- 
centrated on the excellence of editorial col- 
umns, hiring specialists in various fields 
and improving the typographical appear- 
ance. The personal, blatant—but very read- 
able-—journalism of the Bennetts and Da- 
nas has been succeeded by editorials that 
attempt with some success scholarly, inter- 
pretative writing combined with entertain- 
ment and human interest appeal. The fac- 
tual, dissertative editorial is giving way to 
one which delivers its message with feel- 
ing and emotion, It has come down to 
earth, 

There is perhaps a final reason for the 
resurgence of the editorial page. More 
newspapers than ever before are standing 
firm in their convictions. The average 
American likes a fighter who will stand up 
for his rights, even against the predom- 
inating current of public opinion. 

Today the majority of good newspapers 
are taking stands on public issues — and 
standing by them. ‘ 

The anonymous editorial writer likes to 
think he is helping society, though feeble 
his attempt may seem at times. The great 
majority, in their hearts, labor for a better 
world. With the help of Divine Providence, 
maybe they will get it. . 


Fine Book on Democracy 
In Terms of Individuals 


*‘Freedom’s People: How We Qualify for a Demo- 
cratic Society," by Bonaro W. Overstreet. (Harper 
& Bros., New York.) 


If we are not to waste four years of 
effort and sacrifice, the end of the war 
against totalitarianism must bring an in- 
tensification of the war for democracy, not 
only in Europe and Asia, but with equal de- 
termination here at home. This book maps 
out one battle area of the continuing fight. 

Mrs. Overstreet is primarily concerned 
with democracy as a way of living—a code 
of personal behavior, a standard of human 
values, a set of individual ideals. She elabo- 
rates the implications of democracy for 
everyday behavior. 

Three ideas are basic. First fs self-re« 
spect. Each individual must earnestly de- 
sire the utmost perfection of his own tal- 
ents and abilities; “the aim of equality is 
quality.” 

+ + . 


Second is concern for others. The demo- 
cratic aristocrat—her term for the millen- 
nial individual—always acts so as to up- 
hold the self-respect of the “least impres- 
sive” person concerned, 

Third is responsibility. It is the duty of 
each person to help push forward specific 
reforms, but equally his duty “by contagion | 
and companionship to encourage the con- | - 
viction that democratic institutions made 
by man can be altered by man.” 

In part, our shortcomings grow out of 
the failure to replace the old code of morals, | 
based on trAd&ional formulas and social] in- 
equality, by a code based on kindness and 
consideration. In part, they come from nor- 
mal human diffidence. 

We must be vigilant, the author says, 
against “the enemies in our mind: the tired 
will to stop bothering; the timid will to 
avoid any show of confidence that might 
make people smile at us with a sophisti- 
cated superiority.” Even the most intelli- 
gent are more ready to condemn than ac- 
tively to support.

Finally, there are the dangers inherent in 
group action, “Many a person finds that 
group solidarity encourages in him hates 
and cruelties that he would as an individual 
be afraid to exhibit.” The writer extends 
her thesis beyond the occasional inhumani- 
ties of mob action to all our failures to 
realize the effect upon others of the poli- 
cies we advocate. 

Although “Freedom's People” is directed 
always at individual behavior, it is not 
moralistic or hortative in manner, but dis- 
cursive and analytical. As a good democrat, 
Mrs. Overstreet tries to persuade by con- 
vincing, rather than to frighten, to stam- 
pede or to bulldoze, By sensitive taste and 
painstaking exactness in phrasing, she 
achieves a welcome combination of “sweet 
reasonableness” and incisive vigor.

WEEK in the United States

LONDON, 
is no great basis upon which to 


compare the state of British opinion with that of American, 
least of all when 1 was able only to glimpse two cities in so 


brief a stay, Yet certain impressions inevitably impose themselves, 
and I put them down because they seemed to me significant. Brit- 
ain, of course, is compact, homogeneous, unified; the United States is 
a vast continent in which whole areas of thought can be deeply in- 
fluential in one section without even affecting the outlook of anothér. 


The approach to life seemed to 
me more different than it was in 
1939 from our own. America is 
more occupied in recovering the 
mood of 1939; we are compelled 
to realize how finally the mood 
of 1939 has disappeared, America 
is immensely conscious of its great 
national position; we are more 
conscious of the struggle we shall 
have to rebuild our own. 

For us, certain elements in the 
pre-war philosophy of life are 
dead and gone; in America, they 
persist with an intensity at once 
disproportionate to their relevance 
to new conditions, and as proof 
that a great nation can be tech- 
nologically radical and socially 
conservative at one and the same 
time. 

Britain is getting on with its 
New Deal: the United States is 
getting rid of whatever it can 
throw overboard with all possible 
speed. I know nothing in Britain 
so full of hostility te labor and 
trade unionism as the attitude of 
the big business men. I know 
nothing, either, so curious as the 
general insistence that Congress 
must be reformed and the almost 
inert cynicism with which the pos- 
sibility of reform in the concrete 
is dismissed. 


As to Business and Labor. 


There has been an obvious rec- 
ognition that in the postwar world 
isolationism is devoid of mean- 
ing; yet this is accompanied by 
islands of deep hostility to Brit- 
ain, to Russia, to take two exam- 
ples, which are incompatible with 
the effective making of peace. The 
inherent mercantilism of the 
American business man is un- 
touched. He still retains the men- 
tal atmosphere, or perhaps has 
recovered it, which made the age 
of Harding and Coolidge the most 
barren in American history since 
the period from Grant to Mark 
Hanna. 


Though labor leaders, especially 
those in the CIO, have a far more 
positive sense of the state than 
ever before, it is obvious, first, 
that their underlying philosophy 
is what may be termed a stream- 
lined Gomperism, and, second, 
that personal and organizational 
differences still divide a movement 
which will need all the unity it 
can muster if it is to resist the 
business offensive which is taking 
so sinister a shape. 


It was distressing to an English- 
man whose intellectual differences 
with Winston Churchill remain 
compatible with the deepest re- 
spect for his supreme war leader- 
ship to note how the hatred of the 
late Franklin Roosevelt persists: 
and how eager his critics are, as 
in the Pearl Harbor inquiry, to 
seize upon any stone to throw at 
his reputation. Churchill made 
his mistakes; but it would cer- 
tainly never occur to the House of 
Commons to permit a Select Com- 
mittee to examine how they were 
made in the hope that political 
capital could be extracted from its 
work. 


Where Are Our Norrises? 


One has a sense, indeed, that the 
whole level of party struggle is 
lower than in 1919. Then, if there 
was much to blame, at least there 
were men like Norris and the 
elder La Follette, like Borah and 
Thomas J. Walsh, to emphasize 
and seek to correct the evil. It is 
hard to see comparable figures to- 
day. It is even harder not to note 
the sense of weariness in men and 
women of liberal opinions. They 
fight with courage; but they seem 


to feel that they are fighting a 


losing battle. 

Perhaps that is one of the rea- 
sons why so much of their interest 
is concentrated on the sins of 
other peoples, not least those of 


Great Britain. One sometimes felt 
that Washington was divided into 
one camp which felt that Britain 
was gojng to hell because it had a 
Socialist Government, and another 
camp which felt that it was going 
to hell because the Socialist Gov- 
ernment had not completed the 
whole of its five-year program in 
the first six months of office. 


A New Gilded Age? 


I felt that Americans were at 
least as afraid of their immense 
material power as they were cer 
tainly conscious of it. It was curi- 
ous to note how they still assumed 
that they were bound to be out- 
smarted in any diplomatic negotia- 
tion. It was not less curious to 
see how over-simplified was the 
pattern of their thinking and how 
easily they assumed that the good 
intention is the good deed. 

I found immense indignation 
everywhere about the effect of 
Ernest Bevin's Palestine state- 
ment on the Jews in Central Eu- 
rope; but I found no sense of a 
willingness, on America’s part, it- 
self to receive any of those hap- 
less and tragic displaced persons. 
There is fear of anti-Semitism 
There is fear of militant Roman 
Catholicism. There is a fear of 
radical ideas which might easily 
become as ugly as in the Red hys- 
teria of the twenties. Indeed, 
I venture to guess that the “ster- 
eotype” which is shaped by the 
great pressure-groups of the world 
into which we have in fact already 
moved is a cultural anachronism 
more harmful than at any time in 
the last 30 years. ~ 

It is as though that “gilded age 
which came into being after the 
Civil War is to have a new birth 
at a time when its influence 
would be far more corrosive than 
it then was. ‘There is little sign 
of a system of common purposes 
deeply shared. There is little sign, 
either, of the ideological and insti- 
tutional readjustment America so 
clearly requires. 

There igs the old generosity of 
heart, the old passion for experi- 
ment, the remarkable restlessness 
and mobility. But I venture to 
doubt whether the political or the 
business leaders have recognized 
the real meaning of the Roosevelt 
epoch. They do not know how 
profound is the change in the 
mass of citizens produced by the 
superb lesson in adult education 
which was the _ outstanding 
achievement of President Roose- 
velt. 


Critical Years Ahead. 


They do not realize how worn 


are the functions of the economic 
system they seek to impose upon a 
world in which its premises are 
outmoded. They retain faith in 
an America which died in the 
epoch of Theodore’ Roosevelt. 
They are not confronting any of 
their great problems on the plane 
required for their solution—neith- 
er the poverty of the South, the 
subjection of the Negro, nor that 
immense mass of migratory work- 
ers to whom the promise of Amer- 
ican life remains an empty dream. 
They have an uneasy sense that 
they are in a new age and they do 
not like the “feel” they have of its 


meaning. 

Nothing, I think, illustrates this 
better than the complaint, often 
expressed to me, that Britain was 
“ungrateful” to Churchill. The 
complaint is significant in its sub- 
conscious fear of a workers’ vic- 
tory, and in its curious disregard 
of their own attitude to Franklin 
Roosevelt. They are not yet ready 
for an adjustment which has be- 
come as psychologically impera- 
tive as it is economically urgent. 
The next five years will be deeply 
interesting in America, They will 
be critical years. He would be a 
bold prophet who dared to guess 


their probable outcome.

Walt Disney's "Pinocchio" Re-Seen 

O warn a small boy that*he may be struck and killed by 
T an automobile if he crosses the street.in a careless fashion 

is probably a fear that must, unfortunately, be fastened 
on the little adventurer for his own protection. 

° py To illustrate that warning with graphic pic- 

7 tures showing the being-struck, the shock, the 
bloodletting, the possible dismemberments, etc., 
and to wash this down with sound tracks regis- 
tering the experience in all its unpalatable and 
ghastly sounds would become a procedure open, 
in its wisdom, shall we say, to legitimate 
controversy. 

This thought came spontaneously to mind on re-seeing 
Walt Disney's feature-length cartoon, “PINOOCHIO,” back in 
town in revival at the SHUBERT. As you know, “Pinocchio” 
is the Disney version of the old Italian fairy tale by Collodi 
that has, in book form, had such a tremendous vogue among 
children for generations. As you know also, “Pinocchio,” like 
a good many fairy tales, is also a morality story, preaching, 
under its magical lines, the sober lessons of the good in Good 
and the evil in Evil and the consequences of each. Thus, 
“Pinocchio” tells the magical adventures of a boy made of 
wood and how, by his own courage and the offices of the Blue 
Fairy, he becomes a real boy, made of flesh and blood. Thus, 


it also preaches the moral to small boys that, if they want to - 


become “real” boys, they must mind their fathers and mothers, 
must never play hookey or go with strangers who may speak 
to them on the street, etc., and that they will become jackasses 
made of wood if they disregard this moral. 


As has been said, there’s nothing wrong in warning a child 
how to avoid the things that may harm it. But Disney’s 
warnings, by over-emphasis and the gusto and vividness with 
which they are pressed, seem, at the re-seeing of the picture 
by this reviewer, to do much more harm than good. 

Gepetto, the Woodcarver, has created Pinocchio. Gepetto 
has then wished that the puppet boy might become real and 
be a son to him. The Blue Fairy has heard and has, coming 
into the Woodcarver’s room when all the house is asleep, given 
the old man his wish. Gepetto is happy. His pets, Cleo the 
Goldfish, and Figaro the Cat, are happy. The Clocks in the 
house, keeping time in the best of the Disney tradition for 
spry invention, are happy. And Pinocchio is happy. Off he 
goes the next morning, bouncing along over the pavements 
emall-boy style on his jointed legs, to school. So far, so good. 
It is a perfect fairy story, a delight to children and adults alike. 


Combination of Fancy and Sadism 


Then enters Honest John the Crook, the first of the film’s 
incredibly sadistic and heartless villains. Honest John sells 
Pinocchio to Stromboli, the Puppeteer, who locks Pinocchio in 
a cage and lets him cry in the dark at all the nameless terrors, 
Through the good offices of Pinocchio’s Conscience, Jiminy 
Cricket, Pinocchio escapes. Again falling into the hands of 
Honest John, Pinocchio is again sold, this time to a genuinely 
repulsive character known simply as The Coachman. The 
Coachman, a huge man of lard whose face and voice can and 
often do twist into shapes and sounds that combine all the 
imagined features and natures of Satan and the Bogey-man, 
takes Pinocchio off to Pleasure Island, where little boys who 
play pool, play hookey, drink foamy brews that run from taps, 
talk out of the corners of their mouths, break furniture, don’t 
mind their mothers, and, in short, tell themselves they’re having 
a good time, are turned into jackasses. 

Pinocchio is turned into such a jackass. He talks, but a 
sudden bray issuing from his own mouth interrupts his words, 
This doubletalk with the bray and the words is probably sup- 
posed to be funny. But a small boy burst out crying in the 
theater when Pinocchio brayed the first time, and other. small 
fry expressed their “amusement” from time to time in shrieks 
and fits of sobbing which their mothers catered to by asking 
_ the kids to cover up their eyes or stepped on by saying “Ssh, 
keep quiet.” 

But to end this review on conventional words of praise— 
and, of course, there are many things in this picture which 
have stood the test of time—“Pinocchio” remains among film- 
dom’s most ambitious achievements, The color is tops, the 
animation and continuity ditto, and a good many of the pic- 
ture’s 450,000 drawings and paintings are good enough to hang, 
as stills in oils, in art galleries. There is also a good musical 
score, Finally, many of the sequences, particularly those in- 
yolving “inanimate” objects such as clocks, are genuinely 
funny. But how can a conscientious reviewer praise as “art” a 
picture for kids the chief ingredient of which is Fear?

SANDWICH can be one of the 

most delicious of food ar- 

rangements or it can be one 
of the most mediocre. A sand- 
wich is sure to be good if first 
of all two slices of good bread 
are spread Ww creamed butter, 
creamed margarine, salad dress- 
ing or mayonnaise, or cream 
cheese to prevent the filling from 
soaking into the bread, and then 
put together with a generous 
amount of. tasty, nutritious fill- 
ing of just t’- right moistness. 
Bread should be at least four or 
five hours old, or cool enough to 
cut easily into slices of uniform 
thickness if whole loaf bread is 
used. Or it may be a day or s0 
old if the loaf has been wrapped 
so as not to dry out. If the situa- 
tion is such as to enable the cook 
to toast the breat and make and 
serve the sandwiches while the 
toast is still warm, that is one 
wa: of giving the sandwich ex- 
tra appeal. Some fillings can be 
made up a day or so ahead of 
tir- and will be just as pleasing 
as if freshly made provided it has 
beer. stored in a clean tightly 
covered container. Butter or other 
fats for spreading the bread 
should be fresh and creamed just 
preceding the assembling of the 
sandwiches and it should be 
spread thick enough for the eater 
to know that it has been used. 
And enough filling must be used 
to give the sandwich high eating 
q.ality. Making a sandwich with 
the bread spread with some fat 
and with a skimpy filling is a 
sure way to obtain a mediocre 
sandwich. Filling should be varied 
from day to day and special care 
should be taken to make them 
tempting. See that the sandwich 
is easy to handle in eating by 
cutting it in two or four triangles 
or in fingers. 


Salmon-Exeg Sandwich Filling. 


One pound can salmon, 8 table- 
spoons mayonnaise, 4 hard cooked 
eggs, chopped; 1 teaspoon celery 
salt, 2-3 cup chopped green olives, 
% teaspoon salt. 

Drain off juice and oil from 
salrnon, remove skin and discard. 
Flake salmon fine and mash 
bones. Add remainder of the in- 
gredients and stir to blend well. 
Makes eight sandwiches,

value of relaxation and in 
most instances go about ob- 
taining it in the wrong way. In 
the hustle and bustle of this busy 
world relaxation is beginning to 
be a lost art and as a result many 
nervous manifestation begin to 
crop up and a train of, let us say, 
irritable and depressed symptoms 
begin to take its toll.

The other side 
of the argument is for a busy man 
to rush away and walk and trudge 
about most of the day expending 
energy in a reckless fashion, 
though happy, but burning up the 
fuel just the same.

No man loves 
out-door life better than I do, but 
I have about concluded age is the 
deciding factor in your choosing 
the method of relaxation.

50 a busy man or woman is in- 
finitely better off to take to the 
bed for a few days than to take 
to the woods. 

When you are mentally and 
phyically on the tired side a few 
days at home in bed surrounded 
with all the comforts is much 
more conducive to recuperation 
than to rush madly away to dem- 
onstrate your prowess at shooting 
or fishing or what have you. The 
time to enjoy such outdoor sports 
is when you are not fagged out. 
Then too the exposure to bad 
weather and other hardships may 
well precipitate serious trouble. 
Mind you I am talking about the 
age group 50 and beyond that 
need the home treatment in prefer- 
ence to the rugged life. I know 
this sounds like a sissy, but wish- 
ful thinking invites trouble in 
many instances.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


T looks as though there was 
| going to be a very determined 

effort to tie the increase in 
wages to the price of manufac- 
tured goods. Apparently nobody 
has the slightest objection to rais- 
ing wages if they can cover the 
full amount of the price increase 
by charging the public more. 

It is perfectly obvious that this 
would make the rise in wages null 
and void. It doesn’t really matter 
how much money I have, it is 
what that money will buy which 
is important. If five cents will 
buy all that I want, then five cents 
is all I need. 

The only real advantage in rais- 
ing wages is to allow the average 
person to have a few more goods 
and services than they had in the 
past. That is called raising our 
standard of living. Therefore, the 
managers of our businesses should 
be thinking very hard at present 
of how they are going to be able 
to sell people more goods at the 
same or a lower price than in the 
past. 

Mr. Chester Bowles of the OPA 
should be upheld in keeping prices 
down to prevent inflation. Wages 
should go up to make it possible 
for people to buy more. Good 
management could discover ways 
and means of selling to the public 
not at higher prices but at lower 
prices. 

No one is going to dictate to 
management how this is to be 
done. It should not be done by 
cutting the backlog of savings 
which should accumulate for a 
rainy day. On the other hand, 
that backlog should not be too 
large since in the aggregate it 
may mean that too much saving 
is keeping money out of circula- 
tion.

She is hoping that our govern- 
ment will use its influence to per- 
suade the Spanish ‘government 
that political prisoners are enti- 
tled to a trial, to lawyers of their 
own choice, and to attendance at 
the trial of the press and repre- 
sentatives of any foreign nation. 
She feels that political prisoners 
in every nation have a right to a 
full and open hearing and to pro- 
tection such as is accorded prison- 
ers under the laws of all civilized 
countries. 

Mrs. Alvarez seemed so young 
and one realized that her husband 
must also be a very young man in 
spite of his varied experiences.

HERE is far more to the 
T opening lead than gaining or 

losing a trick in the particu- 
lar suit selected. Take a deal 
like today’s for example. The 
average player in West's position 
would wreck his own ehances at

When I said that the average 
player in West’s position would 
ruin his own chances I meant 
that he would almost certainly 
select the club king as his epen- 
ing lead. Observe, however, how 
fatal that lead is against any 
reasonably expert declarer. The 
ace and king of clubs are “placed” 
with West, and he passed orig- 
inally. Therefore, it is virtually 
impossible that he also holds the 
diamond ace. As soon as de 
clarer gets in, he leads his dia- 
mond toward dummy and with- 
out hesitation puts in the jack, 
hoping to force the ace. When 
this play succeeds he can throw 
a losing heart on the diamond 
king and it is all over. 


But now also observe that if 
West does not open the club king, 
but chooses the neutral trump 
lead, South is almost entirely at 
the mercy of his own guessing 
ability. It is true that a very 
careful player in the South seat 
might lead clubs on his own ac- 
count, and discovering the ace 
king in West’s hand, be able to 
place the ace of diamonds. This, 
however, is a very remote chance. 
Almost every declarer, after 
drawing trumps, would lead the 
singleton diamond and then in- 
dulge in a sheer guess. If his 
guess is right, he is home, but 
there is at least an even chance 
that he will put up the king in 
the hope that the ace was held 
by West. If that happens, the 
contract meets automatic defeat. 

Thus, the lead of a king from 
ace-king is not always highly de- 
sirabig!
